The lillc has been amended 10 more accurately reflect the claimed invenlion. 

Claim 66 bas teen amended by the removal of SKQ ID NO:*8 which refer lo fragments or 
Dir. mil lcop.Ui »nvuiU>,>haKoidt-sfurbuie (lfcrO 9S VDa protein. The claim is now drawn to 
proteins comprising the foil length sequence of the Dcrf 98 M>a protein. 

Claim 7-1 has been amended w thai it now claims an isolated "polypeptide" Instead of an 
isolated "protein". Consequently, claims 75-80, which depend from Claim 74, have been 
himilnrly amended. In addition, in Claim 77 the phni.se "amino acids" has been nmcmkd to read 
"amino acid". 



Claims <>M«8 wens rejected by the Examiner for lack or enablement. Specifically, the 
lUimtincr has stated dial Sf«J ID NO's l-l I and J3 are fragments, ond proteins comprising sueh 
fi acmcnts arc not enablc.l since it is unprediclsthlc which proloins comprising which fragments 
would have Hie desired activity. 

While Applicants disagree with the lixnmincr's position, in the interest of expediting 
prowrulioD. the- chums have been amended. As discussed with Examiner Nolan in a telephonic 
interview on IVbruary I, 2<X%, claim 66 has been amended by ibe removal of SCQ 113 NO's 
referring lo fragments, Ihercby obviating the instant jicjection.
